G.S.R. 864(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) 
read with clause (b) of sub-section (2) of section 60 of the Railways Act, 

1989 (24 of 1989), the Central Government hereby makes the following rules

further to amend the Railway Passenger; (Cancellation of Tickets and Refund 
of Fares) rules, 1990, namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Railway Passengers (Cancellation of 

Tickets and Refund of Farr ) Third Amendment Rules, 1994. 

(2) They shall come into fore ’ on the Fifteenth day of December, 
1994* 

2. In the Railway Passengers (Cancellation of Tickets and Refund of Fares) 
Rules, 1990,— 

(a) in rule 2, in sub-rule (3), for the words “sleeper charge, supple¬ 
mentary charge, superfast ciurge”, the words ^supplementary charge 
on superfast trains” shall be substituted; 

(b) in rule 5, for the words "rupees two 11 , the words “rupees five” shall 
be substituted; 

(c) in rule 6, in sub-rule (1), in clause (a),— 

(i) for the words “unconditioned sleeper”, the words “unconditioned 
sleeper, unconditioned 3- tier sleeper” shall be substituted, 

(ii) for the words “second class”, the words “sleeper class and second 
class” shall be substituted; 

(d) in rule 7, in sub-rule (1), for the abbreviation and figure “Rs. 2” 
the words “rupees five” shall be substituted; 

(e) in rule 8, in sub-rule (1), for the abbreviation and figure “Rs. 2”, 
the words “rupees five” shall be substituted; 

(f) in rule 13, in sub-rule (2), for the word “Superintendent", the 
word “Managed” shall be substituted; 

(g) in rule 15, in sub-rule (1), in clause (b), for this words “uncondition¬ 
ed sleeper coach, the difference between unconditioned sleeper class 

, fare and second class sleeper”, the words “airconditioned sleeper) 
airconditioned 3-tier sleeper class, the difference between aircondition- 
ed sleeper/airconditioned 3-tier sleeper class fare and sleeper class” 
shall be substituted; 

(h) in rule 21, in sub-rule (2), for the word “Superintendent”, the word 
“Manager” shall be substituted.
